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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to communications: Appeal Brief, filed on 6/2/07. 

2. Claims 18-40 are pending in the case. Claims 18, 26 and 24 are independent 
claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 8-40 are allowable. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

US 4,710,767 teaches clip window comparators for comparing a pixel address with 
window boundaries where the comparators are logically Ored; 

US 5,883634 teaches allocating a portion of memory to a window clip buffer that is 
transformed to indicate pixel inclusion within a window, such that each pixel drawn 
within a window is tested against a value in the window clip buffer; 

US 6,930,688 teaches performing window clipping using a pixel address and window 
boundaries; 

US 6,771,264 teaches determining pixel ownership using pixel coordinates and 
bounding box coordinates to clip 2D window; 
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Applicant claims passing the pixel and the result determining inclusion of the pixel in 
one of a plurality of windows to a next clip circuit in a series of clip circuits, except for a 
last clip circuit of the plurality of clip circuits connected in a series (claims 18, 26, 34), 
which is not disclosed by the prior art of record.
